HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Old cabinet makers. " Down to recent 
times," says an English authority, "joinery 
and cabinet-making were in the hands of a 
number of master in the trade far greater in 
comparison to the pressure of the demand on 
the part of buyers than is the case at present. 
There is now a greater demand for the execu- 
tion of large orders at a rapid rate, and the 
trade is gathered up into fewer master hands. 
The masters then employed a less amount of 
labor ; they took in apprentices who constituted 
a society, animated by the same spirit, and 
adopted the ideas of a master who worked with 
and overlooked and advised them constantly, a 
condition of things that could not exist in our 
great modern establishments." 

Lustered ware. Very fair specimens of 
lustered ware, for which the Moors, Persians 
and Italians were once 60 famous — a ware re- 
markable for its lightness, and the changing in- 
tensity of its hues in different lights, are being 
turned out in England, but, of course, are far 
from approaching the ancient Hispano-moresco 
productions. One description of this ware is 
made by mixing chloride of gold with lavender 
oil, sulphur, resin and other carburated in- 
gredients and laying this mixture in a thin 
film on the glaze, which on firing takes a faint, 
purple, iridescent tone. 

French, polishing'. The surface of wood- 
work, if the woods are valuable, is furnished 
by French- polishing. A solution of shellac is 
put on a rolled wooden rubber which is then 
covered with linen and a drop of linseed oil is 
applied to the outer surface. The solution is 
rubbed in with a circular motion in successive 
fine coats, until a glossy and air and water- 
proof surface is obtained. French polishing 
preserves woods liable to split, such as oak, 
from the two rapid action of the air. 

A tile mantel. A mantel entirely of tiles 
which has reached here from England is wholly 
of sea-green color — small squares of concave 
form bordered by wavy rings. The effect is 
more pleasing than would be imagined from 
any description, it is chiaroscuro combined 
with color, so varying that the eye does not 
weary in beholding it. The solid construction- 
al character of the work makes a pleasing im- 
pression. 

Curtain chains. These are almost exclu- 
sively of brass and gilt metal. Antique buc- 
kle borders without the buckle, and plaques 
of irregular shapes with raised figures, united 
by ribbon-shaped metallic bands, also strung 
balls, cones and acorn and shell-shaped orna- 
ments are among the new devices. A very 
taking design is a series of half-moons with 
small Greek coins pendant connected by 
chains. 

An oak mantel imported from England, 
made by a London manufacturer, bears in the 
center of its expansive, but plain, upper por- 
tion, which slopes backward, a warrior's steel 
breastplate and his trusty weapons crossed be- 
neath it. Over the fireplace is a series of tile6, 
representing a troop of wild horses. 

The esthetic element would appear not to 
be wanting in the names given to new descrip- 
tions of woven wire mattresses and springs — 
ideal expressions of the comfort assumed to 
be gained by their use. In the love of novelty 
there are people who delight to patronize new 
names. 

A veneering' process. An ingenious 
veneering process consists in pressing a metal- 
lic pattern into the wood, this pattern being 
usually composed of zinc. After inlaying in 
the mould thus provided, the rest of surface is 
planed to the same level and then polished. 

There is probably more mechanical ingenu- 
ity shown in folding beds than in any other 
branch of furniture. Christmas and New Year's 
time especially illustrate their utility. A wealthy 
individual has made every sleeping apartment 
in his house a sitting room by their aid. 

Long stem-like glass vases, some three feet 
high and with alternate lines of color, are now 
shown for mantel or cabinet ornaments. There 
is a pleasing audacity about these slender gigan- 
tesque forms. 

Eefore proceeding minutely to sketch a 
colored design, determine the color and rela- 
tive proportions to be admitted. Remember 
that elaboration is not necessarily beauty. 

Glass vases take the form of boldly cor- 
rugated sea-shells flushed with red coral tints, 
which fade as they descend from the wavy 
rims. 

Deerskin showing white as well as reddish 
brown hair, is a stylish cover applied to small 
wooden boxes,

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HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Painters' cream. Painters' cream is a prep- 
aration used by painters to cover up work they 
are obliged to leave unfinished for a length of 
time. They cover with it the parts already 
painted, and it preserves the colors, and can 
easily be removed when the work is again taken 
up. It may be made as follows : Take half an 
ounce of the best mastic, finely powdered, and 
dissolve over a gentle fire in three ounces of 
very clear nut oil. Pour the mixture into a 
marble mortar, with two drachms of powdered 
sugar-of-lead at the bottom of it.. Stir this with 
a wooden pestle, and keep adding water in 
small quantities till the whole appears like 
cream and refuses to admit more water so as to 
mix freely. 

Wood-tile mantels. Taste is at times dif- 
fused through the necessities of competition or 
even the requirements of economy. Thus 
wood and tile mantels— the wood of ash stained 
for rosewood, the tiles with reticulated stems 
bearing small flowers or birds, and mounted 
with shelves, was shown us by a manufacturer 
as a sample of a largo order for an apartment 
house. The cheapness of these mantels, he re- 
marked, regard being had to their appearance, 
is all in their favor as compared with marble 
and other stones. Wood-tile mantels are be- 
coming the rule for apartment houses. 

To prepare stone for coloring and gild- 
ing in oil. We have here reference to color- 
ing and gilding, in which the stone will be re- 
tained as a ground. For this purpose melt in a 
clean paint-pot one ounce of virgin white wax, 
adding sufficient turpentine to reduce it to the 
consistency of milk ; add to this French oil 
varnish, ad libitum, to make your wash flow 
easily, and a little prepared sugar of lead to 
cause it to dry flat. Apply warm with a large 
brush. This will very slightly darken the tint 
of the stone, and will form a good ground for 
painting in oil. 

Moulding composition. A finer, cheaper 
and more durable moulding than plaster of 
Paris, and which becomes in time as hard as 
stone, is made as follows : Two pounds of best 
whitening, one pound of glue and half a pound of 
linseed oil are heated together and thoroughly 
incorporated by stirring. The compound is then 
laid on a stone, covered with whitening and re- 
heated, and when of tough consistence is cut 
into pieces adapted to size of mould into which 
it is forced by a screw press. The ornaments or 
cornice may be fixed to frame or wall by means 
of white lead. 

The painting of plaster. In painting 
plaster, white lead and linseed oil, with a small 
quantity of driers, are recommended. The coat 
should be of the consistence of thin cream, so 
that the oil is absorbed into the plaster in a few 
hours. In a day or two another thicker coat 
may be applied, and a third a few days after, 
rather thicker, followed by the finishing coat. 
Four coats are not too much for good work. By 
the absorption of the oil into the plaster the 
substance becomes hardened and may be washed. 

Mosaic tiles. A new composition, mainly 
clay, is being manufactured into tiles at Salop, 
England. It is of extraordinary hardness ; and 
mosaic designs in different colors are impressed 
on the tiles, thus saving the work of separate 
inlaying. The great point is the rich 6tone and 
enamel colors brought out, the clear outlines 
rendering the work almost undistinguishable 
from true mosaic. Incised patterns, too, are 
produced, having all the sharpness of the metal 
graver's tool. 

Secret drawers. The secret drawers, so 
valued in a past generation, in escritoires and 
cabinets, have again come into fashion, and 
much mechanical ingenuity is shown in devis- 
ing means of operating them as by hidden 
springs, &c. Many a purchaser of old furni- 
ture, perhaps bought for a song, has dated the 
commencement of his worldly fortune from the 
discovery of coins and notes in these cavities. 

Black varnish for wood. It is often de- 
sirable to have a good black ground to set off 
color figures. For this purpose take spirits of 
turpentine, one gallon ; asphaltum, two and 
one-fourth pounds ; and place in a vessel on a 
stove. When dissolved and slightly cool, add 
copal one pint, boiled linseed oil one pint, and 
a little lampblack.

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Renovating fountains. Majolica, with 
its brilliant decorative effects, is especially 
suited for conservatory fountains. An excellent 
design consists of dolphins' heads downwards, 
ranged round the stem of a shallow Greek 
fretted vase filled with flowers, from the mouth 
of which issue crystal streams ; the sides of vase 
adorned with alternating masques and full- 
formed cupids, the latter Rooking down on the 
eddying water of the basin. 

Gold lacquer. Put into a four-gallon tin 
one pound of ground turmeric, one and a half 
ounces of gamboge, three and a half pounds of 
powdered gum 3andaracb, three-quarters of a 
pound of shellac, and two gallons of spirits of 
wine. When shaken, dissolved and strained, 
add one pint of turpentine varnish well mixed. 

Mosaic wall paper. Among the latest 
patterns of wall paper are those imitative of 
mosaic work, the squares being in gold, yellow, 
blue, pink and other hues, with scattered cir- 
cular discs and central figures, such as dragons, 
centaurs, &c, whilst friezes to match show 
floriated designs throughout. 

To print a picture from the print itself. 
Soak the picture in a solution of potassa and 
then of tartaric acid, which produces a diffusion 
of crystals of bitartrate of potassa through the 
untinted portions of the paper. This salt resists 
oil. Now use ink rollers, and you will have the 
picture reproduced. 

Should the varnish on a piano tarnish or 
become cloudy, wipe with chamois skin or soft 
cloth dampened in water ; then with dry soft 
cloth. Next rub thoroughly the surface with a 
few drops of sweet oil anil turpentine, and then 
remove these by rubbing. 

Red spirit lacquer. Make exactly as gold 
lacquer with the following ingredients: Two 
gallons of spirits of wine, one pound of dragon's 
blood, three pounds of Spanish anotta, three 
and a quarter pounds of gum sandarach and 
two parts of turpentine. 

With the rich and varied decoration in 
vogue house-painters are beginning to regard 
their craft as closely trenching on the fine arts. 
In relief work, however, they still wisely de- 
pend on the effects of light on flat and curved 
forms for the shade. 

The artistic symmetry of a dwelling is in- 
complete without stained glass. The light of 
day should here and there stream in through 
attractive designs, some brilliant with bright 
effective colors, others exquisite in soft tints. 

Piano cases are made plainer than ever, 
the chief regard being paid to solid construction 
and handsome finish. Gre t delicacy is shown 
in the patterns of fretwork panels which are 
backed by textiles of subdued hues. 

A new folding-bed which takes the form 
of a mantel has a panel of stained glass jeweled, 
set on shelf and bordered by tiles. It is de- 
signed to be set against a window so as to show 
in daylight. 

Experiments have proved that green oak 
posts will last longer in the ground than 
those from the same variety of seasoned 
timber. 

Lacquer varnish. A good lacquer is made 
by coloring lac-varnish with tumeric and an- 
otta ; when the proper color, squeeze the var- 
nish through a cotton cloth. 



It seems to be carrying realism too far to 
exhibit on sconces of tin, duplicated from old 
forms in use, the representation of the drop- 
pings of the tallow candle. 

Lacquer for wood or leather. Seed lac, 
eight ounces; alcohol, one quart; digest in a 
close vessel for three or four daays ; then decant 
and strain. 

Maple stained in imitation of mahogany is 
much used this season in cabinet work.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Decorative effect of artificial light. For 
the aspect of friezes in bold relief and the various 
mouldings of a room much depends on the 
position of the jets of flame. If the light comes 
from wall brackets, the masses of the ornament 
are apt to be shown with chiaroscuro effects of 
light and shade rather than in separate details, 
and the same with table lights. Some people 
are pleased with one, some with the other effect, 
but in determining beforehand the position of 
lights in a room this should be taken into ac- 
count. The chandelier will afford an equable 
general diffusion of light, but this is not 
always desirable. 

Gilding the edges of paper. The edges 
of the leaves of books and letter paper are 
gilded whilst in a horizontal position in the 
bookbinder's press, by first applying a compo- 
sition formed of four parts of Armenian bole 
and one of candied sugar, ground together 
with water to a proper consistence and laid on 
with the white of an egg. This coating, when 
nearly dry, is smoothed with the burnisher. It 
is then slowly moistened with a sponge dipped 
in water and squeezed in the hand. Gold leaf 
is then applied with cotton wool, and when dry 
burnished with an agate, a piece of silk being 
interposed. 

Ancient table. A table illustrated in a 
manuscript of the Fourteenth Century, is oval, 
nearly surrounded with seats, having arm-rests 
and backs like that in church pews. The 
center is open for attendants for whom there 
is a break in the table for ingress and egress. A 
diapered curtain at one end is hung on a metal 
rod placed somewhat below the capitals of a 
row of pillars extending across the rooms. The 
floor is tesselated. 

Statuettes. In viewing the facade of a 
house nothing is more pleasing than the sight 
of statuettes or of statuary groups at the win- 
dows. These are occasionally introduced in 
marble, composition, terra-cotta or bisque, but 
are not as frequently seen as they should be. 
Flowers/and curtains may decorate a window, 
but statuary completes the decorations. 

The Japanese cloisonne enamel, very rare 
in old collections, are now arriving in great 
numbers. Instead of the turquoise blue of the 
Chinese, these display a sombre green. The 
cloisonnage is very delicate and close, mostly 
in geometrical figures. lied is sparingly used. 
The enamels are inferior in effect to those of 
the Chinese. 

Cleaning plate. Apply with a soft leather 
or sponge the following ingredients well mixed : 
Carbonate of ammonia, 1 oz.; water, 4 ozs.; 
Paris white, 16 ozs. Never scratch; brush silver- 
ware with a solution of soap and water as it 
gives the color of pewter; better if plain to 
rub it with wash leather and prepared chalk. 

Painting furniture. An excellent way 
of painting furniture is to rub down the paint 
and every coat of varnish or lacquer, as is done 
in carriage painting ; the result is a beautifully 
smoothed, polished surface, admirably adapted 
for drawing-room furniture ; it can then be 
gilded. y 

Architecture has been written on as a 
decorative art, and it chiefly serves this purpose 
with exterior richness of detail. What is 
wanted is more architectural beauty in in- 
teriors, so as more effectually to aid the dec- 
orator.
